Casino, Horse Racing 
Approved by Voters 


Romulus voters taking part in 
a special election on December 2 
approved proposals for both casino 
gaming and horse racing within 
the City limits. Of the two propos- 
als, the first (regarding casinos) 
received the larger margin of sup- 
port: 2,879 to 2,211. Proposal 2 
passed by a vote of 2,664 to 2,413. 

Ballots cast totaled 5,108.

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EMU Retires Grant Long's Uniform 


Eastern Michigan University hon- 
ored one of its most famous alumni, 
NBA star Grant Long, by retiring his 
EMU Hurons uniform #43. The ceremony 
was held during the halftime break of the 
EMU-Kent State basketball game on 
December 2. 

Long, who enrolled at Eastern on 
the heels of an outstanding basketball 
career at Romulus High School (Class 
of 1984), led the Hurons to a MAC 
Tournament Championship and the 
school's first-ever NCAA Tournament 
berth during his senior year in 1987- 
1988. His efforts—which earned himthe 
school's MVP honors that year—capped 
a four-year college- career highlighted 
by 1,469 points, 863 rebounds, 211 as- 
sists, and 65 blocked shots. He is one of 
the top 10 scorers andrebounders in the 
university's history. 

During his 15 seasons in the NBA, 
Long played for Miami, Atlanta, Detroit, 
Vancouver/Memphis, and Boston, com- 
piling career totals of 9,518 points, 6,154 
rebounds, 1,716 assists, and 1,199 
blocked shots. 

Long began his eloquent speech at 
the EMU ceremony by expressing his 
gratitude for the warm and enthusiastic 
reception accorded him and his family. 


’ He thanked the university for the fine 


education he received there, and urged 
current students to make the most of 
their educational opportunity, as well. 
Al| Wilkerson, Long's former basket- 
ball coach at Romulus High School, 
helped to organize a gala pregame re- 
ception for Long's family, friends, and 
former teammates. Among those in at- 


tendance was another former RHS bas- | 


ketball player, University of Michigan 
standout and NBA star Terry Mills. 

"The entire Romulus community can 
be very proud of the outstanding pre- 
sentation that Grant Long gave during 
his halftime speech," said Wilkerson. 
"He thanked his family, his teammates, 
the Romulus Community Schools, and 
Eastern Michigan University for their 
help and support throughouthis athletic 
career. 

"This was areally special andmemo- 
rable occasion for everyone," Wilkerson 
concluded. 

Long currently resides in Atlanta, 
Georgia, with his wife Nikki and their 
four children. His business interests in- 
clude ownership of Long's Medical and 
Pharmaceutical Supply.

"| could not stop laughing, it's so 
fast-paced," said Diane Lane of Taylor, 
who caught the group's act at Nik's Bar

So, what should you expect if you 
attend a Project 2 performance? The 
unexpected, of course! 

"There is nothing like doing improv 
comedy; it's so unpredictable," says 
Romulus native John Thiede, one of the 
troupe's founders." You never know what 
will happen. If you fail, you can't hide — 
you just hope for a laugh.” 

Thiede, a firefighter for the City of 
Romulus, met Project 2 co-founder Julie 
Morris of Trenton when both were per- 
forming at Second City Detroit in the. 
training center. The two worked together 
in the improv group "94East" before 
forming Project 2, and are Currently part 
of the conservatory program at Second 
City. Morris attends Wayne State Uni- 
versity, where she's majoring in journal- 
ism, and works at Target. 

Morris says she loves the sponta- 
neity of the show, which features a wide 
variety of improvisational games as well 
as Original sketches.

"You can't think about it or you can't 
do it," she explained. 

For Thiede, it's the audience-par- 
ticipation aspect of the show that's so 
exciting. 

"If people get involved, the show 
rocks!" he said. "My greatest joy is mak- 
ing people laugh. 

"| especially love to make my par- 
ents laugh when they attend shows," he 
continued. "That's my biggest thrill." 

Of course, alarge part of Project 2's 
success is due to its supporting cast. 
Other members include: 

e Plymouth resident Nicole Neuman, 
another member of the Second City 
conservatory program who also does 
dinner-theater shows; 

e Jason Pittman of Van Buren Town- 
ship — one of Thiede's fellow Romu- 
lus firefighters — who dabbled in the 
dramatic arts in both high school and 
college; and 

e Taylor resident Mark Foster, who 
handles the technical aspects-of the 
troupe. 

Although Project 2's Website is not 
yet up and running, Thiede says that 
anyone interested in catching a show 
can get dates and locations by e-mailing 
the group at Project2improv @ aol.com.

In the magazine article, Usztics ex- 
plained that he whets students’ interest 
by teaching a couple of days of elemen- 
tary ice carving as part of the basic culli- 
nary arts program. Students who decide 
to pursue the subject further join the 
school's after-school Ice Carving Club. 

Usztics expressed his appreciation 
of the district's support for his program. 

"We have 10 chains saws, each 
with alife-span of approximately 7 years, 
so we have to replace several each year 
at a cost of around $200 each," he said. 
“We also budget $1,500 to purchase ice 
blocks — $25 to $35 each for training 
blocks, and $50 to $60 for high-quality 
blocks." 

Other equipment used by the stu- 
dents includes die grinders, sanders, 
hoses, and a lift/hoist. 

Usztics loves taking advantage of 
opportunities to exhibit his students’ 
work. 

"Our culinary arts program caters 
many in-school events such as awards 
banquets, and we get to show off our ice 
sculptures frequently," he explained. “We 
also distribute ourice sculptures around 
the City of Romulus atlocations such as 
the Senior Center, the Police Station, 
and Romulus City Hall." 

Dick Kruse, spokesperson for the 
district, said that Usztics and his assis- 
tant, Angelica Richardson, have made 
the High School's culinary arts program 
a "shining light" in the Western Wayne 
County area. He also noted that Romu- 
lus students have been invited to make 
several presentations to area high 
schools interested in starting their own 
culinary arts programs.

Enjoy a Kiss Under the Mistletoe

Have you ever wondered where the 
tradition of a kiss beneath the mistletoe 
began? Enjoy the following explanation, 
courtesy of Holiday Folklore, Phobias 
and Fun (Outcomes Unlimited Press) 
by Donald E. Dossey. 

There is no doubt that the Druids 
regarded mistletoe as sacred. They be- 
lieved the missel thrush had brought the 
green plant from heaven, carrying it with 
its toes. Over time, the “missel thrush’s 
toe,” said quickly, became mistletoe. 

During the winter solstice, aseason 
of both anxiety and festivity forthe Druids, 
they decked their homes with holly, ivy, 
and mistletoe; their greenness through- 
out the freezing winter represented eter- 
nal life. They burned mistletoe on their 
sacrificial alters as a symbol of hope 
and peace. This ritual probably estab- 
lished the custom that enemies would 
drop their weapons and embrace if they 
chanced to meet under the mistletoe. 

Our kissing custom may have begun 
with this ancient practice, as well. 


The ancient Norse had another view 
of the mistletoe tradition. 

These people thought mistletoe was 
sacred because of Frigga, goddess of 
love and mother of the sun god, Balder. 
According to a Norse myth, Frigga be- 
came alarmed after Balderhadadream 
of death. She thought that ifthe sun god 
were to die, all life on earth would die 
with him. Frigga immediately secured a 
promise from all the gods in heaven and 
on earth, and every animal and plant, 
that they would not harm her son. She 
missed one plant, mistletoe, which grew 
on the oak trees. 

The god of evil, Loki, sneaked into a 
dinner party that the gods were having. 
Lokitricked the blind god of winter, Hoder, 
into shooting Balder with an arrowtipped 
with mistletoe, and the god was dead. 
The world mourned and all was dark. 

At the end of three days of trying to 
bring Balder back to life, Frigga finally 
succeeded with her power of love. She 
was so joyful that she began to kiss 
everyone who passed under the tree 
where the mistletoe was growing, and 
she made a decree. Never again would 
the mistletoe do any harm, and anyone 
who stood under it would be rewarded 
with a kiss.
